Applicant contends that Examiner has provided motivation for combining the references in the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of Claims 1, 5, 6, 10, 1 1, 
and 19-23. Examiner asserts that motivation for combining the elements of Morris '669 with the invention of Wagner '014 was provided 
in the Office Action ("to provide a desired interference effect for optimal light transmission and propagation"). Applicant argues that "a 
teaching or suggestion to combine must be found in the prior art". However, MPEP 2143 states: 

To establish a prima facie case of obviousness, three basic criteria must be met. First, there must be some suggestion or motivation, 
either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, to modify the reference or to 
combine reference teachings. 



Furthermore, MPEP 2143.1 states: 

"There are three possible sources for a motivation to combine references: the nature of the problem to be solved, the teachings of 
the prior art, and the knowledge of persons of ordinary skill in the art." In re Rouffet, 149 F.3d 1350, 1357, 47 USPQ2d 1453, 1457-58 
(Fed. Cir. 1998). 

Thus, Examiner has permissibly utilized motivation within the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine 
Morris '669 with Wagner '014. Hence, Claims 1, 5, 6, 10, 11, and 19-23 are properly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Wagner '014 
in view of Morris '669. 
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
